Plenty of people will no doubt go ripht 
on suffering seizures of heat exhaustion or being 
overcome by the heat long after I shall have abol- 
ished the practice, just as folks continue to suc- 
cumb to "overwork." "severe colds" and other ro- 
mantic fancies—in the papers. Yet there should be 
some comfort in the knowledge that heat exhaus- 
tion doesn't happen in real life. It is akin to the 
brain fever" which novelists up to a few years ago 
were wont to evolve from the. effects of unre- 
quited love, a convenient way out of a quandary 
for the author, reporter or doctor. 


Sun stroke or heat stroke is a well defined con- 


dition. Heat exhaustion is merely collapse, shock 
or fainting from any cause at a time when the 
victim has been presumably or actually expossed 
to excessive hear. Sun stroke or heat stroke may 
be positively diagnosed, as a rule, and other pos- 
sible factors than the exposure to sun or excessive 
heat clearly ruled out. No such diagnosis of the 
hypothetical "heat exhaustion" is possible, and in- 
deed, the true cause of the collapse, shock or^ 
fainting is usually ascertainable 'when a proper 
medical examination of the victim of the alleged 
heat exhaustion" is made.

exposure to 'the sun or to artificial heat) usually 
begins with premonitory headache and dizziness, 
and if these" warnings are not heeded the individual 
laters falls unconscious, breathing heavily, perhaps 
stertorously, having a hard bounding pulse, a body 
temperaturc rising higher than it does in fevers 
srer.erally, a face flushed or cyanosed" (bluish), and 
a hot. dry skin. 
Ij shock (from injury or accident or even great 


fright, collapse (from heart diseases or other grave 
illness), or ordinary fainting, consciousness is usu- 
ally not quite lost, but the patient responds.- only 
feebly, breathing is very shallow, the pulse is feeble 
or difficult for a novice to detect at all, the^ skin 
is cold and clammy, the face pale, and the body 
temperature is usually a few degrees below the 
normal. When 
the weather or the environment 


favors the fancy*, you may attribute .this to "heat 
exhaustion.^but you're just indulging fancy.

They come out of breath from 
running and give every evidence of 
being glad to come."
